They stacked their defence, picking up loose balls 
and making good use of them and indeed they did look 
good. 

On the other hand, Makedonia, with an almost full 
squad failed to live up to expectations, they had no co- 
ordination in the midfield. The defence looked impres- 
sive and able to handle anything that Wollongong had to 
dish out. 

As for the strikers, any attempt made at a goal was 
met by a crowded defence. In fact the only real scoring 
chance came just before half time. A cross from Martin 
Woodall was met by Steve Smith, who turned swiftly hit- 
ting the ball into the cross bar. 

The game looked destined to end in a draw. In the 
85th minute the deadlock was broken. It was a Steve 
Smith special, receiving a pass from George Petrov, he 
shoots it past the Wollongong keeper.

In this weeks “Supporter Profile” we have an ex-player in, Mr. 
Kosta Dougiakov. Kosta played with the club in 1959 when it was 
included in the Victorian Soccer Federation. Kosta told us that he 
was part of the “second generatiion” of the club. The Makedonia 
Soccer club originally played games (unofficially) in the late 1940's 
and then disbanded in the early 1950’s. In 1958 the idea of a new 
Makedonia Soccer Club was raised and the following year began 
playing official games. What we see today at Preston Makedonia 
in 1990 is the work of the players of 1959 as in those years the 
players also made up the committee. When | spoke to Kosta about 
the “30 years” celebration last year he was quite disappointed. “1 
didn’t get involved in the celebration as | along with many others 
were not invited to participate. At the opening celebration at Olym- 
pic Park | was in the grandstand along with other ex-players from 
1959 looking down at only six ex-players who were invited to par- 
ticipate. After this we heard a lot of promises about reunions and 
so forth, but as usual nothing ever happened. Therefore, the only 
people who celebrated the 30 year birthday were the committee of 
1989”.

FROM THE EDITORS 


Over the last fifteen years there has been a big swing in the 
way business both big. and small have altered their advertising 
strategies. The traditional methods of advertising by either televi- 
sion, radio and daily newspapers has been expanded to cover 
“Sports Advertising”. 

The effect is twofold as there is not only exposure to those 
who attend sporting venues but also to those who prefer to watch 
sport via the television. 

The arguments for the traditional methods are that a lot more 
can be said of the product/service in a television, radio and news- 
paper advertisement. 

The arguments for new methods such as “sports advertising” 
is that the product/service receives more exposure. Any sponsor 
that has their name on a club shirt for example not only obtains 
exposure from spectators at a sporting venue, but also the televi- 
sion and newspapers. 

| asked a director of a company that was a major sponsor of 
our club on why he chose the soccer club as the companies adver- 
tising arm and the answer was two fold. 

(i) the company retails in the Northern Suburbs and looked at 
what type of advertising their competitors were doing and as none 
were into sports advertising they chose to do so. They then chose 
the soccer club as it is well known as the largest sporting organisa- 
tion in the Northern Suburbs. 

(ii) Cost. The same director went on to say that major spon- 
sorship of the soccer club was minimal compared to the cost of the 
same advertising in both time and space on the television and in 
the printed media. He went on to say that a quarter page action 
shot in a newspaper would grab the attention of the public for more 
than a normal quarter page advertisement. 

In the early 1970’s sporting clubs around the world realised 
that they were a good marketing arm for businesses and hence the

Sport in general 
owes a lot to sponsors as without them we wouldn't have a 
National Soccer League, Victorian Football League, Golf Tourna- 
ments etc. To prove a point any soccer club in Australia not receiv- 
ing between 20% - 25% in advertising dollars in comparison with 
their expenditure simply would not survive in the long run. 

The Preston Makedonia Soccer Club has four different areas 
in which businesses can advertise their products, service etc. The 
first one ofcourse is that of the major sponsor, whose name is 
proudly displayed on the front of the senior team strip. The second 
is that of “Ground Signage” whether it be a welcome, scoreboard 
or ground sign. This type of advertising is very good for both match 
days and television exposure. The clubs official newsletter is still 
as popular as ever as it gives supporters an opportunity to read 
news about the club and soccer in general whether it be before the 
game, during half-time or at home in the comfort of their lounge 
room. The last but not least is the “Club Calendar” which is some- 
thing that thousands of our supporters proudly display on a wall in 
their homes. 

Advertising through anyone of the above areas has two very 
good advantages. One is the exposure to our large support and 
the other is that our supporters do back the clubs sponsors. This 
year the club has over 100 individual sponsors and many of these 
have advertised through the club for many years. 

In 1987 the club researched the possibility of installing 
“super-boxes” at the ground. The response from the business 
sector was very positive. The uncertain future regarding the 
development of the ground has put this idea on hold. 

During the 1989 and 1990 seasons the club has been very 
fortunate to have MEKO HOLDINGS as the major sponsors. Meko 
Holdings has been associated with the club for over ten years and 
is well known as one of the largest building contractors in the 
Northern Suburbs. Also it has been very good to see major spon- 
sors of previous years still associated with the club. 

And finally, | would like to thank all other sponsors for their 
financial support which has enabled the club to compete in the 
highest level of the code - the National Soccer League of Australia.
